The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  pennit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  w ill  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

1.  111365  [Formal  Policy  Discussions  - January  10,  2012] 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2 11, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  District's  1,  3,  7,  9,  and  11.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for 
up  to  five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1.  As  a result  of  the  economic  downturn,  many  of  our  City’s  commercial  corridors  are 
struggling  with  both  vacant  storefronts  as  well  as  the  loss  of  long-standing  community 
businesses.  In  District  1 , we  are  working  with  the  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce 
Development  to  save  the  Balboa  Theater  from  going  under.  The  Balboa  Theater  is  an 
important  anchor  business  in  the  Richmond  and  one  of  the  few  remaining  independent 
theaters  in  San  Francisco.  Small  businesses  are  the  biggest  job  producers  in  our  City;  I 
believe  that  helping  them  stay  afloat  should  be  one  our  highest  priorities.  Can  you 
articulate  specific  plans  or  programs  that  your  administration  intends  to  implement  in  the 
coming  year  that  will  help  our  small  business  sector?  (Supervisor  Mar,  District  1) 

2.  In  the  wake  of  the  California  Supreme  Court  decision  abolishing  Redevelopment, 
which  has  been  a crucial  funding  source  for  affordable  housing,  what  is  your  vision  for 
creating  much  needed  affordable  housing  in  San  Francisco?  Specifically,  will  you 
support  an  affordable  housing  bond  or  some  other  dedicated  source  of  funding?  Will  you 
streamline  and  consolidate  the  multiple  agencies  involved  in  affordable  housing  - 
including  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing,  the  Housing  Authority,  along  with  functions  from 
the  soon-to-be-dismantled  Redevelopment  Agency?  What  direction  should  we  take 
regarding  our  inclusionary  housing  requirements,  which  create  some  affordable  housing 
when  market  rate  housing  is  built?  (Supervisor  Chiu,  District  3) 

3.  Given  both  the  increased  costs  projected  to  complete  the  high  speed  rail  system  and 
the  increased  uncertainty  regarding  the  sources  of  revenue  for  the  project,  what  are  the 
City’s  plans  to  ensure  that  the  terminus  at  the  Transbay  Terminal  remains  a world-class 
project  as  originally  envisioned  with  the  extension  of  high  speed  rail  into  downtown  San 
Francisco?  (Supervisor  Elsbernd,  District  7) 

4.  I appreciate  the  budget  policy  priorities  and  guiding  principles  that  you  created  together 
with  community  based  organizations  for  the  FY201 1-2012  budget  process.  Will  you  abide 
by  these  principles  when  deciding  how  to  close  the  projected  general  fund  deficit  of 
$262.7  million  in  the  FY2012-2013  budget,  and  if  so,  can  you  explain  how  you  will  put 
these  principles  into  practice?  (Supervisor  Campos,  District  9) 

5.  While  I am  pleased  that  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  is  finally 
moving  to  extend  the  MUNI  14  Mission  bus  line  to  Daly  City  - a project  I initiated  in  2009 
I am  concerned  that  a major  piece  has  yet  to  be  addressed.  In  order  to  make  this 
extension  a resource  that  San  Francisco  residents  can  actually  take  advantage  of,  they 
must  be  able  to  use  their  Fast  Passes/Clipper  Cards  at  Daly  City  BART  in  the  same 
manner  and  cost  as  they  would  be  able  to  at  a San  Francisco  station.  Otherwise,  this 
service  is  set  up  to  fail  before  it  even  begins.  What  support  can  I expect  from  your  office 
to  make  this  a priority  so  that  we,  as  a City,  can  demonstrate  our  commitment  to  equal 
access  to  services  to  our  residents  living  in  the  southern  most  part  of  San  Francisco?

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board 
has  several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
\Nhich  members  of  the  public  arc  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  pemiit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION;  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

The  Board 
luLs  several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
which  members  of  the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  pemiit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2 11, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  District's  2,  4,  6,  8,  and  10.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for 
up  to  five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor 

1.  Tenancies-in-common  (TICs)  in  San  Francisco  have  traditionally  been  a vehicle  to 
allow  residents  in  our  City  to  realize  their  goal  of  home  ownership.  San  Francisco  has 
always  promoted  a path  towards  converting  TICs  to  condominiums,  which  has  a number 
of  benefits  - principally  the  ability  to  obtain  lower  interest  rates  for  their  property.  Over  the 
past  decade,  however,  the  condo  conversion  lottery  has  created  a bottleneck  for  TIC 
owners,  and  the  chances  of  prevailing  in  the  condo  lottery  have  continued  to  diminish 
year  after  year.  To  compound  matters,  during  the  recent  recession  the  vast  majority  of 
lenders  who  financed  TICs  stopped  lending  into  the  market,  leaving  only  a handful  o* 
financing  options  - at  the  same  time  many  TIC  owners  are  now  facing  adjustable-rate 
mortgages  that  are  resetting  and  threatening  to  place  many  TIC  owners  into  foreclosure 
Especially  given  these  dynamics,  compounded  with  our  looming  annual  budget  deficits 
and  the  dismantling  of  our  redevelopment  agency,  the  concept  of  condo  lottery  bypass 
legislation  whereby  condo  owners  would  be  offered  a one-time  opportunity  to  pay  a fee  to 
bypass  the  lottery,  should  be  a win-win  situation  for  everyone,  especially  given  these  fees 
would  be  specifically  directed  towards  affordable  housing  in  San  Francisco,  Would  you 
support  this  condo  lottery  bypass  legislation,  which  would  serve  the  dual  purpose  of 
helping  vulnerable  TIC  owners  in  San  Francisco,  and  provide  a significant  source  of 
funding  for  our  affordable  housing  community  to  plug  our  current  budget  deficit?

2.  Having  vibrant  neighborhood  commercial  corridors  in  all  parts  of  the  City  is  important, 
they  are  where  our  residents  shop,  eat,  get  services,  and  build  a community.  The  City 
can  do  more  to  assist  these  corridors,  but  it  first  takes  walking  these  corridors  to 
understand  the  challenges.  Will  you  commit  to  investing  some  time  in  the  neighborhood 
commercial  corridors  of  the  Outer  Sunset  and  explore  opportunities  to  enhance  our 
community?  (Supervisor  Chu,  District  4) 

3.  Small  businesses  are  a core  part  of  what  makes  San  Francisco  the  city  we  all  have 
come  to  love,  the  city  that  people  want  to  visit  and  the  city  that  people  want  to  move  to 
They  define  our  city  and  our  neighborhoods;  they  create  jobs  and  become  places  for  our 
communities  to  gather.  We  are  seeing  more  and  more  of  these  small  businesses  being 
forced  out  by  the  rising  cost  of  rent.  In  the  recent  past  we  have  lost  businesses  like  the 
Eagle  Tavern,  The  John  Barleycorn,  Original  Joe's,  The  Front  Room,  The  Red  Vic 
Theater,  Mission  Records  and  Namu.

4.  Mr.  Mayor;  Thank  you  for  your  leadership  on  housing  affordability  in  San  Francisco 
Your  desire  to  create  a housing  trust  fund  provides  us  with  enormous  opportunity  to 
move,  in  a collaborative  way,  toward  creation  of  a sustainable  funding  source  for  housing 
our  diverse  population.  One  critical  aspect  of  addressing  our  housing  cnsis  is  ensunng 
that  people  of  moderate  and  middle  income  - i.e.,  80%-150%  of  area  median  income  -- 
have  access  to  housing.  Less  than  1/3  of  San  Franciscans  are  moderate  or  middle 
income.

The  lack  of  moderate/middle  income 
affordable  housing  undermines  our  economy,  our  budget,  and  the  city  generally  How 
can  we  ensure  that  the  housing  trust  fund  that  comes  out  of  the  process  you  have 
convened  will  meaningfully  address  the  need  for  moderate/middle  income  housing,  as 
opposed  to  paying  lip  service  to  it?  (Supervisor  Wiener,  District  8) 
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5 Recently,  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  proposed  extending  the  San  Francisco 
Park  Program  (SFPark)  to  the  Mission  Bay,  Dogpatch,  Potrero  neighborhoods,  and 
portions  of  the  Mission  The  SFPark  program  has  many  innovative  ways  of  managing 
parking  such  as  demand  responsive  pricing,  longer  or  no  time  limits,  and  the  ability  to 
pay  with  a credit  card  While  these  neighborhoods  do  need  creative  ways  to  address 
parking  management,  enforcement  of  existing  parking  restrictions  has  been  inadequate 
and  access  to  reliable  public  transportation  is  still  limited.  Additionally,  after  years  of 
planning  and  support  from  the  City,  Production,  Distribution  and  Repair  (PDR) 
businesses  who  employ  hundreds  of  San  Franciscans  have  begun  to  thrive  in  these 
areas  I am  concerned  that  the  implementation  and  expansion  of  the  SFPark  program  is 
not  considenng  the  unique  transit  and  parking  enforcement  challenges  of  some  of  these 
neighborhoods  and  the  unique  nature  of  PDR  businesses.  What  are  your  thoughts  on 
how  this  program  can  be  adapted  and  improved  in  order  to  better  fit  these  areas  and 
would  you  be  supportive  of  evaluating  the  use  of  parking  passes  for  employees?

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franci.sco.  The  Board 
has  several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  arc  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
which  members  of  the  public  arc  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
sp>cakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  wamt  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
tvN'icc  the  amount  of  tlie  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

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1.  120177  [Formal  Policy  Discussions  - March  13,  2012] 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2.11, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  District's  3,  5,  9,  and  1 1 . The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  Initially  for  up 
to  five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1.  Mr.  Mayor,  in  November  2007,  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  passed  Proposition  I, 
which  created  the  Office  of  Small  Business  to  support  small  businesses,  among  other 
things,  in  complying  with  the  laws  and  regulations  administered  by  the  14  City 
departments  that  impact  small  business.  As  drafted  by  the  Small  Business  Commission, 

Prop  I specifically  stated  that  within  four  months  of  the  Office's  opening,  the  Office  "shall 
issue  a report  that  analyzes  the  existing  laws,  regulations,  roles,  procedures  and 
responsibilities  of  all  City  departments  that  impact  small  businesses  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  the  streamlining  and  consolidation  of  such  departmental 
functions  under  the  Office  of  Small  Business." 

However,  as  of  today,  four  years  later,  the  Office  has  not  issued  that  report,  nor  made 
any  such  recommendations,  and  the  executive  branch  has  not  yet  engaged  in  efforts  to 
streamline  or  consolidate  the  functions  of  the  14  different  City  departments  from  which 
80,000  small  businesses  must  seek  approvals  to  do  business  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.  Mayor,  will  you  commit  to  carrying  out  the  mandates  of  Proposition  I to  streamline 
City  government  to  help  small  businesses,  and  will  you  commit  to  delivering  a report 
within  the  next  four  months  with  recommendations  that  you  will  act  on?  (Supervisor 
Chiu,  District  3) 

2.  With  the  dissolution  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  on  February  1 , 

2012,  and  the  new  formation  of  the  Redevelopment  Successor  Agency  Oversight  Board, 
what  are  your  plans  to  ensure  that  community  voices  will  be  heard  through  the 
Community  Advisory  Committees  in  a meaningful  way,  despite  the  lack  of  staffing  and 
shortage  of  resources?  (Supervisor  Olague,  District  5) 

3.  There  have  been  news  articles  claiming  that  you  plan  to  attach  strings  to  the  release 
of  any  rainy  day  funds  to  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD). 

Specifically,  the  articles  claim  that  you  will  not  release  funds  that  will  help  SFUSD  avoid 
teacher  lay-offs  unless  the  district  sells  off  its  surplus  property.  Whether  selling  surplus 
property  is  a good  way  of  budgeting  is  an  open  question.  Those  of  us  who  have 
supported  the  rainy  day  fund  are  concerned  that  these  comments,  if  true,  are 
inconsistent  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  rainy  day  fund,  which  already  outlines  how  the 
funds  are  supposed  to  be  distributed.  Can  you  please  explain  your  position,  and  what 
would  you  say  to  the  thousands  of  parents  who  may  be  concerned  about  what  has  been 
reported?  (Supervisor  Campos,  District  9) 

4.  Although  District  1 1 has  some  great  parks  and  we  are  adjacent  to  San  Francisco's 
second  largest  park  - McLaren,  our  streets  lack  the  robust  urban  forest  that  other  districts 
benefit  from.  I have  worked  closely  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Friends  of 
the  Urban  Forest  to  increase  our  district's  green  space  and  green  canopy,  however, 
there  is  much  more  we  can  do.  Given  that  we  just  celebrated  the  140th  Anniversary  of 
Arbor  Day  in  District  1 1 this  past  weekend,  I would  like  to  know  what  the  City's  intenbon 
is  towards  completing  the  Alemany  Street  Greening  Project.  Currently,  the  median  has 
only  been  greened  from  Lyell  to  Niagara.  Does  the  City  have  plans  to  green  the 
remainder  of  Alemany  from  Niagara  to  the  Daly  City  border?  And  if  so,  what  is  the 
timeline  for  this  plan?  (Supervisor  John  Avalos,  District  11)

Hie  Board  oTSufvrvisors  is  the  legislative  bodv  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  IToard 
has  several  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
which  members  of  the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  which  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

F.ach  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORT  ANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

2.  This  past  Thursday,  I held  a hearing  at  the  Rules  Committee  regarding  our  shelter 
system  and  many  of  our  senior  constituents  and  constituents  with  disabilities  shared  their 
experience  with  the  shelter  system  including  their  challenges  in  accessing  shelter  due  to 
long  lines  waiting  at  reservation  centers  for  long  term  beds  and  the  futile  chase  around 
the  city  to  multiple  sites,  their  concerns  around  their  safety  while  waiting  in  line  and 
challenges  of  routinely  getting  one  night  beds.  We  understand  that  shelter  is  housing  of 
last  resort  for  over  1000  San  Franciscan  and  our  goal  is  to  provide  those  people  with 
permanent  affordable  housing.  What  specific  initiatives  could  the  Mayor's  Office  explore 
in  conjunction  with  HSA,  DPH,  HOPE  and  Mayor's  Office  of  Disability  to  make  shelter 
reservations  more  accessible  and  also  make  capital  improvements  and  on-site  services 
in  our  shelters  to  accommodate  our  seniors  and  individuals  with  disabilities?

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2.11. 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  District  1,  3,  5,  and  9.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to 
five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1.  At  our  recent  budget  town  hall  with  District  1,  and  5 residents,  a young  man  eloquently 
expressed  his  community’s  frustration  at  the  lack  of  resources  allocated  to  providing 
quality  education  and  training  to  our  youth  to  help  them  enter  our  growing  technology 
sector.  He  noted  that  most  of  these  jobs  are  going  to  people  from  outside  the  City  who 
have  had  the  benefit  of  tech  training  programs.  I am  working  with  small  businesses,  SF 
Made  and  others,  on  ways  to  bring  more  manufacturing  related  businesses  into  District 
1;  my  hope  is  that  these  businesses  will  bring  with  them  not  just  manufacturing  but  also 
design  and  other  technology  based  jobs.  It  would  be  ideal  if  we  could  create  technology 
education  programs  for  our  local  middle  and  high  schools  that  would  be  used  as  a feeder 
for  emerging  technology  related  jobs  both  in  my  District  and  Citywide.  Can  you  commit 
to  working  with  my  office  to  develop  funding  sources  and  the  mechanisms  for  such  an 
endeavor?

2.  In  the  wake  of  a decade  of  budget  deficits,  when  city  government  needs  to  doing 
more  with  less,  there  are  significant  duplicative  functions  between  departments  with 
overlapping  jurisdictions.  At  a time  when  small  businesses  need  help,  they  are 
overwhelmed  with  the  regulations  of  14  city  departments;  San  Francisco  has  one  of  the 
highest  number  of  pedestrian  accidents  in  California,  but  12  city  department's 
responsibility  for  pedestrian  safety;  our  many  residents  interested  in  urban  agriculture 
have  to  navigate  7 different  departments;  over  half  of  our  working  families  don't  have 
access  to  child  care,  yet  3 agencies  compete  to  set  child  care  policy;  our  city  contracts 
are  managed  by  myriad  agencies,  and  our  City's  IT  system  still  includes  multiple  email 
platforms  and  several  dozen  data  centers.  What  will  your  Administration  do  to 
consolidate  duplicative  functions  and  make  the  delivery  of  City  services  more  efficient?

3.  The  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  is  one  of  the  largest  providers  of  housing  in  San 
Francisco  and  serves  over  20,000  people.  With  roughly  20%  of  the  City’s  public  housing 
stock  in  District  5,  the  policy,  budgetary,  and  operational  decisions  made  by  the  Housing 
Authority  Board  of  Commissioners  and  staff  significantly  impact  residents  of  my  district. 

Similar  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  or  the  School  District,  the  Authority  is  a quasi  City 
department  that  provides  critical  public  services  to  thousands  of  San  Franciscans.  Given 
its  large  footprint  in  the  City,  and  in  the  interest  of  promoting  transparency,  accountability, 
and  integrity  of  local  government,  how  can  we  work  together  to  invite  the  Authority  more 
closely  into  the  City  family  by  locating  its  Commission  hearings  in  City  Hall  and 
broadcasting  them  for  greater  public  access?

Pursuant  to  Charter  Section  3. 100(7),  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  President  have 
rescheduled  the  Mayor's  Appearance  Before  the  Board  to  June  19,  2012. 
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1.  120690  [Formal  Policy  Discussions -June  19,  2012] 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2.11, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  District  4,  6,  8,  10.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to  five 
minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1 . Our  last  question  to  you  covered  the  topic  of  your  commitment  to  the  goals  of  the 
Ocean  Beach  Master  Plan.  A frequent  problem  in  our  district  is  the  encroaching  sand 
dunes  onto  the  Great  Highway.  This  past  year  was  particularly  problematic, 
necessitating  more  than  65  non-scheduled  closures  of  the  Great  Highway,  many  for 
multiple  days.  While  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  just  completed  their  annual 
sand  maintenance  project,  more  needs  to  be  done  to  manage  the  sand  both  near  and 
long  term.  One  of  the  near  term  goals  of  the  Ocean  Beach  Master  Plan  is  to  work  with 
the  National  Park  Service  on  sand  management  and  relocation.  Can  you  provide  an 
update  on  the  status  of  the  agreement  with  the  NPS  and  other  related  agencies  and 
comment  on  plans  for  long  term  sand  management?  (Supervisor  Chu,  District  4) 

2.  First,  1 wanted  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Administrator  for  all  the  hard  work 
they've  done  in  conjunction  with  our  office  to  attract  strong  anchor  tenants  to  the 
Mid-Market  area.  The  groundwork  has  been  laid  for  a thriving  arts  district.  Along  with  our 
crucial  large  and  established  organizational  partners,  we  want  to  ensure  that  we  are 
creating  opportunities  for  our  smaller  arts  non-profits  in  the  Tenderloin  and  South  of 
Market  to  thrive,  as  well.  How  can  we  create  a feeder  model  for  these  smaller  arts 
non-profits  (those  with  an  operating  budget  of  $500,000  or  less)  to  sustain  themselves  in 
the  neighborhoods  they  serve,  either  through  partnering  with  our  larger  anchor  tenants  or 
dedicating  space  for  their  programming  through  existing  city-funded  programs? 
(Supervisor  Kim,  District  6) 

3.  Mr.  Mayor;  Only  a few  days  after  the  opening  of  the  wonderful  new  children's 
playground  at  Dolores  Park,  neighbors  awoke  one  morning  to  find  that  it  had  been 
covered  in  graffiti.  Since  then,  etchings,  damaged  features,  and  other  acts  of  vandalism 
have  been  perpetrated  against  this  beautiful  community  asset.  Similarly,  at  Duboce 
Park,  only  days  after  its  ribbon  cutting,  it  too  was  covered  in  graffiti.  You  and  I were  both 
at  these  opening  celebrations  as  they  served  as  testaments  to  what  can  happen  when 
neighbors,  businesses,  and  the  City  family  come  together  to  make  our  city  friendlier  and 
more  inviting  to  children.  Sadly,  the  City  has  been  unable  to  ensure  adequate  protection 
of  these  valuable  assets.  It  is  baffling  to  me  that  in  many  cases,  the  Police  Department 
and  our  District  Attorney  know  who  the  perpetrators  are,  but  yet  are  reluctant  to  press 
charges.  This  is  unacceptable  to  me.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  spends  more 
than  $20M  annually  on  graffiti  abatement  along  our  streets,  and  the  Recreation  and 
Parks  Department  spends  millions  more.  These  wasted  tax  dollars  could  be  used  to 
repave  our  streets,  hire  recreation  managers,  and  keep  our  landscaping  beautiful  and 
healthy.  Yet,  year  after  year,  we  divert  these  funds  to  repair  the  work  inflicted  by  vandals. 
We  need  to  send  a strong  message  that  this  type  of  antisocial  behavior  will  not  be 
tolerated  in  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Mayor,  will  you  help  me  ensure  that  the  Police 
Department  arrests  these  perpetrators  and  that  the  District  Attorney  files  charges  against 
them?  Will  you  also  help  ensure  that  we  have  adequate  law  enforcement  - SFPD  and 
Park  Patrol  - along  our  streets  and  in  our  parks?
